Mr. McClaughry. Is charged by the 


board with causing, wlthdut reason, 
tne resignation of E. C. Harvey.iwho 
they state was a first-class 
deputy 


warden, and the 'appointment as his 
successor,of J. H..Flaherty with no 
experlenc In prison, work and who 
proved to be entirely 
incompetent. 


Shortly'before Mr. McClaltghry's res- 
ignation the board^ ordered the resig- 
nation of Flaherty, finding that he 
was "cruel, to the prisoners, unjust 
to the'officers of the-prison, profane 
In many Instances, and the board re- 
peatedly , requested Mr. McClaughry 
to discharge the deputy, which he re- 
fused to do." 


.The board In conclusion exonerates

"Another feature of this law which 
I believe can be changed with great 
advantage-to the important duties of - 
the commission and economy to' the 
state Is. the transfer of. all statistical 
work to the bureau of 
statistics.

It should be under the super- 
vision and control of the Comlaslon-
